Virginia City is fast "getting down to 


its size," says the Enterprise. There 
has not been so much improvement and 
robnildiug goiug on for ten years. 


During bonanza days many first-class 


residences were put up by men who 
made money ensy—men who thought 
they would always make money easy, 
but who were "rounded np" with a short 
turn all the same. Not a few of those 
men nre now regular trotters on Fine 
street, San Francises, and peddle points 
on stocks like fish peddlers cry their 
wares—they know all about stocks. 
They will never forget them. 


Some of the evidences of wrecked 


fortunes which they built have been 
torn down and hauled away to neighbor- 
ing ranch pi tees; the friigul stockman or 
rancher would bring in a load of farm 
truck and take out one of the palatial 
residences. But the bulk of them re- 
main, and this yetr they are being re- 
modeled to meet the demands of our 
diminisLtcl expectations. 


A large dwelling bouse, lodging or 


boarding house generally furniihed lum- 
ber for two bancUcxsio cottages, and it 
takes tbi-es or four small houses to make 
a neat dwelling house. A great deal of 
the second-hand lumber [is even better 
than new, as it is thoroughly seasoned, 
and a nail once driven in a scantling of 
this kind stays there, while it will pull 
out of new timber. 


The average saving effaoied ia buying 


old houses to build new—counting all 
costs, and deducting th» lumber saved 
for firewood, etc.,—is about 25 per cent, 
and when the house is up it is just as 
good as though built of new lumber. 


While a great deal of this kiurl of 


pulling down and rebuilding has been 
done this sensoa, only a slight im- 
pression of what cat. be done towards 
the improvement of the town in this 
manner hat been made.
